It had been generally supposed 
here that should the 
Legislature 
be summoned into extraordinary 
session that the present member­ 
ship of tiie law-making body would 
continue in official, until January, 
when the legislators elected in No­ 
vember are scheduled to meet. 
Reports

Montgomery are to the effect that 
such is not the case.
